Mr. Snider, on assuming the chair, 
rpade a speech advocating a revision 
of the tariff, the regulation of public 
service corporations with fair play 
both to the public and to the corpora­ 
tions, and the supremacy of the uailon 
over the states. 


Brower Is Permanent Chairman. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Snider's 
speech the convention voted to dis 
pense w-ith the committees on rules 
and on credentials and elected State 
Senator Ripley P. Brower of St. Cloud 
permanent chairman. 
On being intro­

phants were brought to the stable 
was the huge beast gotten under con­ 
trol and taken to 'lie circus grounds.

Riverside, Cal., April 17.—As a re­ 
sult of a fire which started at the 
Standard Oil company’s storage tanks, 
a herd of elephants was stampeded, L. 
J. Worsley lies at the city hospital 
fatally burned, and Miss Ella Gibbs 
a church deaconess, is dead. 
A sui 
len boom marked the explosion of the 
large (^1 tank. 
Worsley was a driver 
of the delivery wagon from which the 
fire was communicated to the tanks, 
and was hurled many yards from the 
spot and was picked up with his 
clothing ablaze. 
The flames spread 
immediately to the tanks, which in­ 
stantly became a mass of flames. 
A .circus^ thrg£_ blocks-distant^ was 


abouf to open for the afternoon per­ 
formance. 
The explosion and the fire 
caused the showmen to lower the 
tents after dispersing the crowd which 
had assembled. The herd of elephants 
became 
uncontrollable 
and 
they 
dashed to the east side of the town, 
knocking down fences, outhouses and 
despoiling orchards that lay in their 
path. Many persons narrowly escaped 
the infuriated animals. 
In a short 
time, however, all but the largest of 
the elephants were rounded up. 
The 
leader of the herd then changed his 
course and entered the center of the 
city, one mile distant. 
He entered 
the court of the Glenwood hotel, one j 
of the famous hostelries of the coast. 


Elephant Trampled Upon Woman. 
Miss Gibbs was In the yard in front 
of the house. The elephant pinned j 
her against the house between his • 
tusks, threw her to the ground and I 
trampled 
upon 
her, 
crushing 
her 
chest so that she died a few hours 
later. The animal then proceeded to 
the doorway, the guests running panic­ 
stricken indoors. 
D. P. Chapman, a 
guest of the house, attempted to , 
swerve the animal from the court. He 
was knocked down and had several 
ribs broken and was otherwise in- j 
lured. 
The beast crashed through the door, 
walked through the barber shop and 
out on the main street, crossed the 
stjeet and crashed through the .heavy 


plate glass window in a slore. Before 
being rounded up at a public stable, 
the animal trampled on another man 
and seriously gored him with his 
tusks.

One of the keepers attempted to 
subdue the animal, but was hurled 
over a high fence, sustaining painful 
Injuries 
Not until four other ele­ 
phants were brought to the stable 
was the huge beast gotten under con­ 
trol and taken to 'he ctrcus grounds.

to Visit Here 


The identity of the man whose body 
was found in the Mississippi river near 
Crow Wing Thursday was established 
last evening when Jay Henry Long, of 
this city, visited the establishment of 
D. M. Clark & Co. and identified it as 
that of J. B. 
Marple, of Minneapolis. 
Mr. Marple, whose wife was absent 
from the city at the time, disappeared 
from Minneapolis January 14th last. 
He was employed as advertising make­ 
up on the Journal, of that city, and 
failing to show up inquiries were insti­ 
tuted which showed that he had not been 
seen since the evening of January 14th. 
From that day to this no trace of him 
had been found until his body was 
recognized by Mr. Long in this city 


Thursday attemoon. 
The body was found about a mile and 
the

Search of the remains showed them to 
be well dressed and to have been those 
of a man about medium height and 
rather heavy set. 
The first clue found 
to his identity was a copy of the laws

union for the year 1908.

decorations 80 a street car transfer dated Minneapo­ 
lis, January 14, 1908. 
These recalled 
to a D is p a t c h representative the dis­ 
appearance of a printer from Minne- 
1 apolis a few months age and investiga­ 
tions were at once set on foot by him 


j to learn the particulars, the Minneape- 
: lis Tribune replying to a telephone mes­ 
sage to the effect that the description 
was that of Mr. 
Marple, that paper 
setting on foot inquiries in Minneapolis 
as to the matter. 
Meantime further 
search of the clothes found on the body 
by Mr. Gibson revealed a card bearing 
the name of Mr. Marple and a chance 
remark to David R. Craig, the Western 
Union telegraph operator in this city, 
brought out the fact that the maiden 
name of Mrs. Jay H*mry Long, of this 
city, was Marple. 
Inquiry at the home 
of Mr. Long brought out the story of 
the disappearance of Mr. Marple and the 
almost certain fact that the body found 
was that of the missing man. 
There 
was found on the body a plain gold ring 
with the inscription, 
“Glory to” a 
blank space and “ Sept. 24, ’05. B ” and 
this made identification complete even 
had 
the body been unrecognizable. 
Mr. Long, however, positively identi­ 
fied the body. 
There was also about $13 in change 
on his person and a watch and chain in his 
pocket, showing that he had not been 
robbed. 
There were no marks of vio­ 
lence on the body, although it had 
apparently been in the water since the 
time of his disappearance. 
When seen by T h e D is p a t c h reporter 
Mr. Long stated that his theory is that 
Mr. Marple, who was in the habit of 
going to Mankato to visit at the Long 
home frequently, suddenly determined 
to come te Brainerd to visit them here. 
He must have come via Staples and the 
supposition is that the train stopped at 
the Northern Pacific hospital, and he, 
being unfamiliar with the city, sup­ 
posed that they had reached the depot, 
stepped off the train, then discovered 
his mistake, started 
for town and 
missed the railroad bridge or had fallen 
from it. 
Another and more 
theory is that he was asleep when the 
train stopped at the hospital and woke 
up just as it started up and thinking 
that the train was leaving the Brainerd 
depot he stepped off the train as it was 
crossing the bridge. 
The exact truth 
of the matter will of course never be 
known. 
Mr. Long at once telegraphed Mrs. 
Marple, at Minneapolis, and about 1 
o’clock this morning received a tele­ 
gram stating that she and her brother- 


in-law, John Salstrom, president of the 
State Bank of Bigelow, 
Minn., who 
happened to be in the city, would ar­ 
rive here this afternoon and that the 
body should be prepared for shipment 
to Red Wing, Minn., 
for burial with 
Mrs, Marple’s people. 
From this 
morning’s 
Minneapolis 
Tribune it is learned that the inscrip­ 
tion on the ring was originally “ From 
Glory to Eddie, Sept. 24, 1905, the word 
“ Eddie” having been obliterated in re­ 
pairing the ring a year ago. 
He was 
always known by his second 
name 
“ Edward.” 
The Tribune also says: 
“ Since the disappearance of her hus­ 
band, Mrs. 
Marple, 
w’ho makes her 
home wdth Patrolman C. F. Lawton, 
No. 126 Fifteenth avenue west, has 
been failing in health and when the 
news of the finding of Mr. Marple’s re­ 
mains was given her last night it re­ 
sulted in her almost total collapse. 
Both she and her husband have been 
employed in the mechanical department 
of the Journal for the past 11 or 12 
years, she as a linotype operator and 
he as a compositor. 
They were married 
Sept. 24, 1905, and have no children.” 
The decease 1 was 42 years of age and 
was born in Pennsylvania, coming to 
Fergus Falls in 1877 with his parents, 
hun- He learned the printer’s trade in Fer­ 
gus Falls, going to Minneapolis later. 
He leaves three brothers and four sis­ 
ters, H. L. Marple, residing near Fer­ 
gus Falls, J. C. Marple, of Moorehead, 
F. G. Marple, of Lorraine, Ohio, and 
Mrs. W. W. Davenport, and Mrs. M. G.

search of the clothes found on the body 
by Mr. Gibson revealed a card bearing 
the name of Mr. Marple and a chance 
remark to David R. Craig, the Western 
Union telegraph operator in this city, 
brought out the fact that the maiden 
name of Mrs. Jay Henry Long, of this 
city, was Marple.

B” and 
this made identification complete even 
had 
the body been unrecognizable. 
Mr. Long, however, positively identi­ 
fied the body. 
There was also about $13 in change 
on his person and a watch and chain in his 
pocket, showing that he had not been 
robbed. There were jno marks of vio­ 
lence on the body, although it had 
apparently been in the water since the 
time of his disappearance. 
When seen by T h e D is p a t c h reporter 
Mr. Long stated that his theory is that 
Mr. Marple, who was in the habit of 
going to Mankato to visit at the Long 
home frequently, suddenly determined 
to come te Brainerd to visit them here. 
He must have come via Staples and the 
supposition is that the train stopped at 
the Northern Pacific hospital, and he, 
being unfamiliar with the city, sup­ 
posed that they had reached the depot, 
stepped off the train, then discovered 
his mistake, started 
for town and 
missed the railroad bridge or had fallen 
from it. Another and more probable 
theory is that he was asleep when the 
train stopped at the hospital and woke 
up just as it started up and thinking 
that the train was leaving the Brainerd 
depot he stepped off the train as it was 
crossing the bridge. 
The exact truth 
of the matter will of course never be 
known.
